Chitek. W here the cyclone struck the lake 
a funnel-shaped water-spout of immense 
proportions formed, and went over the 
lake with great rapidity, taking up the 
water with a noise like tlie escape of an 
immense volume of steam. 
The storm 
passed near Chitek aud in the wooded 
country beyond, uprooting trees and scat­ 
tering all before it.’ 


THE STORM STRIKES IN DAKOTA. 


F o r t Y a t es (Dak.), June 
1 0 th .— The 
greatest tempest ever known in this part of 
Dakota passed over this point early yes­ 
terday 
morning. 
Houses were blown 
down, fenees lifted up and burled through 
space for miles, trees torn up by their roots 
and borne along for several rods, and In ­ 
dian tepees picked up and demolished. 
The wiud came up while the people at the 
fort and in the vicinity were sleeping, and 
the first intimation they had was the re­ 
moval of the roofs from over their heads. 
AY ith the wind came heavy thunder and 
vivid lightning. _ Ten minutes alter the 
storm broke- it began to rain in torrents, 
keeping it up for more than an hour, 
causing immense damage by washouts in 
new-made gardens and wheat and corn­ 
fields. 
MANY PERSONS KILLED. 
Several persons were killed by lightning 
aud falling debris. Those so far identified 
are Shell King, the celebrated Indian Chief, 
and Ussion, a farmer living two miles 
south of here, who was found dead in his 
field hulf a mile from the point at which 
his house was located. The building was 
completely wrecked. 
Mattie Dambrowski, 
a girl of 13. living at a settlement six miles 
south, has not been seen since the storm 
struck that point, and it is believed she 
was blown into the river and drowned. 
Search is being made for her body. 
It is feared that others have been killed. 
The loss in this vicinity will am ount to 
many thousands. That among Indians is 
especially severe, as hundreds of them had 
everything they had swept away by the 
winds. 
At Grand Forks it has been raining in­ 
cessantly for forty-eight hours, flooding 
cellars and the business portion of the city, 
and m aking the streets impassable. To 
add to the general demoralization, a sewer 
burst ou Demers avenue, Hooding base­ 
ments to a depth of five feet, and destroy­ 
ing furniture and perishable goods. 
No approximation of the damage is yet 
possible. 
Houses were undermined ana in 
some cases swept away. 
Culverts and 
bridges were destroyed, and miles of fences 
and sidewalks were swept away. 
Although 
several railroad culverts were destroyed, ño 
accidents occurred, but travel is generally 
delayed on the peninsular roads. 


UNPRECEDENTED IN SEVERITY. 

— Marquette, 
Mich., advices say that reports received 
from thirteen places in the upper Michigan 
peninsula agree that last night's storm was 
unprecedented in severity.

Yesterday another im portant arrest 
was made. Charles Ganders, vrho kept a 
storehouse for opium on the Canada side, 
was arrested by Inspector Lynn, who, with 
Agents McHall of Chicago and Hussy of 
New Y’ork, has been working the case 
since September, 1887. Several times they 
had their men in hand, but something al­ 
ways happened that they could not make 
a strong case. 
Inspector Lynn had followed Charlie La- 
belie, now under arrest at Indianapolis, 
from below Port Huron to Sm ith’s Creek, 
where he shipped five cases, containing 
1,000 pounds ot opium to L. W inters at In ­ 
dianapolis. H e then took the train for 
that point and was arrested the following 
day. His best points ol shipping were Ini- 
lav City. Emmett, Smith Creek and Toledo. 
Over $300,000 worth of the stuff has left 
this point since last September.

He is a man of splendid presence, agree­ 
able manners aad altogether thoroughly 
qualified to be the standard-bearer of his 
party. 
H e is aiso exceedingly popular with 
the party in Indiana, and it ’is more than 
likely, so his^ friends say, tha’ he could 
carry the State against the Democratic 
ticket. 
There is some complaint in Indiana 
against Gresham on account of his having 
taken up his restdence in Chicago, where 
his law practice keeps him most of the 
time, and it is such reasons as these that 
often decide a State.

KCT A QUESTION OF PARTISANSHIP. 


One of th e D em ocratic orators at the 
mass m eeting Saturday n ig h t paid his 
respects to th e R ecobd-U n io n and a r­ 
raigned it for “ w aving th e bloody sh irt.” 
Shall not all these things of th e past be 
forgotten, he asked ? H as not the war 
ended, and has th e country had any four 
years of greater f>eace and prosperity than 
th a t now nearly concluded under Demo­ 
cratic ru le? W ith th e perversity of the 
partisan stum p orator when he takes up 
sncli questions, our friend reads those who 
rise superior to m ere party considerations 
in discussing public questions, ldindly. 
T he R ecokd-U m o n has not consciously 
waved th e “ bloody sh irt,” nor w ill it lend 
its influence to raking up th e well nigh dead 
eudxirs of an unfortunate and cruel past. 
Its desire for th e unbroken and cordial 
Iraternity of A m ericans rises as h igh as 
any scale of patriotism and sincere love 
for th e indissoluble U nion can register. 
B ut it does no t com m it itself to th e folly 
of forgetting, and never will cease to draw 
essons of wisdom from th e past for guid­ 
ance in th e present and the future. 
In 
common w ith th e men of the nation it for­ 
gives, but trusts never to become insensi­ 
ble to the m em ories so inextricably in te r­ 
woven w ith 
the 
history of 
th e most 
m om entuous p eril of th e nation. 
It has 
no reproaches to heap nor rebukes to ad­ 
m inister for follies irreparable. B u t w hen­ 
ever any m an or body o f m en’solem nly, 
and unprovoked, give the lie to recorded 
history and allege th at they are and alw ays 
have been the cham pions of an indissolu­ 
ble Union, th e R ecokd-U n ioN w ill not 
deem it inconsistent w ith th e proprieties, 
b u t a d uty to tru th and th e voters born 
since th e war, to turn back th e pages of 
political history and point to the platform 
planks th a t rebuke th e assertion, w ith 
th eir declarations th a t th e w ar for th e 
U nion was a failure, an indefensible con­ 
test and a useless sacrifice of life and treas­ 
ure. 
L et those who m ade th e record not 
uncover it. 


If it is w aving th e bloody sh irt to declare 
tliat th e election of A pril 17, 1888 in th e 
S tate of Louisiana, 
w herein one -party 
m ade a gain of 75,000 votes over a not dis­ 
tan t previous election, and w here th e to­ 
tal vote leaned up 90,000, in th e face of the 
notorious fact th a t the population has suf­ 
fered in its proportional grow th w ith th at 
of sister States, bv steady exodus to newer 
la u d s; then to th e arraignm ent th e plea 
of gu ilty should be entered. T he R kcop. d- 
I ' n iox despises the partisanship th a t can 
sec no higher good th an th e success of a 
party, and th a t deems all cam paign means 
to th a t end justifiable. 
I t aspires to an 
enlightened and ju st consideration of all 
public questions, and in none now present­ 
ing for public thought finds m ore of 
w eighty m oment, th an th a t w hich involves 
th e free and unrestricted exercise of the 
rig h t of sutfrnge, and th e sanctity and pro­ 
tection of th e ballot-box in every polling 
precinct of th e land. 
I t is but an incident to th is considera­ 
tion th a t th e most recent invasion of the 
equality of citizens at the polls happened 
to be m ade in L ouisiana. 
T h at the repre­ 
sentation in 
th e national legislature is 
upon th e basis of citizen population is a 
fact; th a t in one considerable section of 
the country the retu rn of representation 
does not reflect th e expression of th e 
voters, is also a fact th e cold figures render 
undeniable. 
T h a t th is result is due to a 
rem aining disposition— left over from the 
prejudices of 
th e anti-bellum peiiod— 
largely m ade effective to prevent the col­ 
ored citizens from freely voting, by one 
m eans or another, we believe is alio indis­ 
putable, and th at it is not crushed out u t­ 
terly, and perfect equality before the law 
a t the polls secured to th e newlv-enfrau- 
chised a t th e South, we believe to be 
fairly and ju stly chargeable to th e policy 
and th e cowardly subserviency of one of 
th e great political parties of th e day, 
w hich alone m akes possible th e political 
solidity of th e .South. 


A party th at is so m uch concerned about 
liie accum ulation of th e surplus and the 
need for its reduction, and is properly so­ 
licitous, if its declarations are to be ac­ 
cepted as sincere, th a t all unjust and ex ­ 
traordinary taxation shall be abandoned i 
th a t went into power w ith th e announced 
determ ination to “ reform ” abuses, and to 
exjsjse the alleged fraudulent national 
bookkeeping by its predecessor, m ust ex­ 
pect to be criticised by independent men 
and journals th a t value p arty only so far 
as it conserves justice and hum an rights, 
for its lailure to effect reform in the South, 
where th e cry has for years gone up for th e 
rig h t to enjoy the constitutional g u aran ­ 
tees of freedom. Its stum p orators, despite 
th e ir inability to get up and out of p a rti­ 
san grooves and to attain the plane of ra ­ 
tional discussion of such questions, should 
be careful to m anifest nc sensitiveness con­ 
cerning th e bloody shirt, u n til th e rem ot­ 
est suspicion is removed from party skirts 
th a t th e hum blest black-skinned citizen of 
th e Louisiana lowlands, or th e Carolina 
riee-fields, is by its act, connivance or 
silence cowed into u n w illingnse of or non­ 
use of his ballot.

CAMPAIGN RALLYING SIGNALS. 


We are inclined to th in k th a t th e a t­ 
tem pt to m ake a party oriflam me out of 
Mr. T hurm an's m ild m adness in handker­ 
chiefs will !>c ineffective, and we speak in 
no p artisan sense w hatever, b u t m erely 
w ith the sentim ent of cam paign insigna in 
view. 
In th e case of Lincoln, th e “ rail 
and m au l” typified the self-made m an, the 
genius th a t sprang to prom inence out of 
an obsure region, and from t lie most un- 
propitious condition*. 
In th e cam paign oi 
1856, th e F ivm ont slouched h a t had a de­ 
c id 'd m eaning, as it spoke o f th e courage j 
o f th e hardy pioneer and th e tria ls en­ 
dured in carving em pires out of 
th e j 
I<oundIe.«« w .-t. 
T he costum e o f th e 


“ pathfinder ” was adopted for it# easean 
th e saddle, find its ad aptability to long and 
hard journeys; hence th e broad glouchted 
!■ rem ont h at, w ith its black plum e, came 
to be p a rty regalia. 
T he “ Log Cabin-" 
cam jiaign drew its poetic inspiration from 
th e cabin because it spoke of th e border­ 
land of th e advancing U nion, and th e 
heroism of th e m en who pressed back the 
aboriginal tribes to m ake way for civiliza­ 
tion. 
T h ere was no necessity for a cam ­ 
paign banner in (ira n t’s tim e: his deeds 
needed no banners or symbols for th e ir re­ 
call, bu t his “ L et us have Peace ” and “ I 
will fight it out on th is lin e ” were power­ 
ful aids to cam paign enthusiasm . 
T he 
“ O ld G ray H o rse ” in th e cam paign of 
1848, spoke of 
the grand old soldier, 
Zachary T aylor and his ride to th e halls of 
th e M ontezum as at th e head of victorious 
Am ericans, w hile his order to C aptain 
Rragg for a “ little m ore grape ” became th e 
cam paign stim ulant. 
W e do not recall th at there was any 
m aterial rallying syndiol or catch-line in 
1856 for B uchanan, though th a t feeble old 
statesm an’s w onderfully long and driven 
w hite neck-cloth m ig h t even more appro­ 
priately and more tastefully have been 
adopted as a p arty banner th an M r. T h u r­ 
m an’s flam ing and m ore suggestive cottou 
kerchief can be now. 
T h e tow -line and 
th e canal-boat served as symbols for th e 
G arfield cam paign because they spoke of 
th e possibilities th a t open to A m erican 
youth, and w hich th at candidate dem on­ 
strated i«jint tow ard the highest station 
from even th e tow p ath of th e canal. 
T here was an effort to accomm odate a 
rhym e to give some imi>ortance to a Vice- 
Presidential nominee, in the cam paign cry 
of “ Tippecanoe and T yler too,” and also 
in th e rath er strained effort to invest the 
candidacy of 
B reckenridge 
w ith 
some 
vigor by shouting, after th e m anner of ox- 
team sters, for “ Buck and Breck.” 
T he political friends of neither Polk, 
Cass nor P ierce were able to find any ral­ 
lying symbols or to construct catching 
couplets o r enthusiastic phrases for th eir 
cam paigns. 
Jackson was m ore fo rtu n a te ; 
“ O ld H ickory’s ” contest for first place 
in 
th e 
nation 
p ut a hickory 
w alk­ 
ing-stick into every 
D em ocratic hand. 
G eneral M cClellan, in his hopeless con­ 
test w ith Lincoln in 1864, was consider­ 
ably aided by th e popular nicknam e “ L it­ 
tle Mae,” ju st as G eneral S heridan would 
have 
been by the sobriquet “ G allan t 
P h il ” had he ever “ ru n ” for office. G en­ 
eral Jo h n A. Logan, who ran w ith Mr. 
Blaine, had th e fortune to favor his friends 
w ith a nicknam e for use in his behalf in 
“ Black Jac k ,” w hile his p rincipal’s friends 
felt com pelled to draw upon th e seal of 
th e State of M aine for a banner word in 
“ Dirigo,” though Colonel Ingersoll, in a 
rhetorical flourish, h ad given a fictitious 
title to the candidate, draw n from a forced 
historical parallel, th a t served a large p u r­ 
pose in th e contest w ith M r. Cleveland. 
T h e latter w ent into his cam paign, as now, 
w ithout furnishing any notable battle-cry 
for his followers or giving them oppor­ 
tu n ity to draw upon his personal charac­ 
teristics for a political fetich, and th e 
same may be said of M r. H ayes and V ice­ 
P residents A rth u r, H am lin and Fillm ore. 
A ndrew Johnson, running for th e V ice­ 
Presidency, was m uch aided by th e refer­ 
ence to th e “ tailor’s goose”— indicative 
of his struggles in passing from th e trade 
of the needle to high political trusts— but 
it has been rare for any characteristic of 
V ice-Presidential candidates to be draw n 
upon to furnish cam paign cries or regalia. 
T he danger in such cases aBvays resides in 
ranking th e secondary candidate th e more 
prom inent in party enthusiasm . 
In all th is m atter of party banner and 
battle-shout a m ere chance happening, an 
accident, an incident triv ia l in itself, or 
an event, or saying, or characteristic of im- 
jKirtance, or again, of no im portance, m ay 
determ ine th e cam paign watchw ord and 
fashion th e p a rty symbol so tliat there is 
no law of th e ease for these political vents 
for partisan enthusiasm . 
T h e cries have 
ranged from th e noblest sentim ent to 
m eaningless wordiness, and th e symbols 
from a coon upon a pole to a rail-splitter’s 
m aul and wedge; from a m ug of hard cider 
and a log cabin to a gnarled w alking-stick; 
from an im plem ent of trade to an eccen­ 
tricity of costume. 
A nd since th e most 
recent sym bol is of th a t class it recalls the 
cam paign in w hich G reeley’s old w hite 
h a t and long cream -colored coat played so 
im portant a part, until >'ast turned the 
honest cam jiaign symbols into weaponry 
by jiinuing to M r. G reeley’s com fortable 
coat tail a tag labeled “ B. G ratz Brown.”

A notorious confidence woman, know n 
to the police of th e whole U nited S tates as 
“ Big B ertha,” was brought before a San 
Francisco m agistrate on F rid ay on p re ­ 
lim inary exam ination on 
a charge of 
sw indling. 
I t is recorded th a t th e C ourt­ 
room was filled to its extrem est lim it to see 
th e crim inal, and th at th e congregation 
ivas largely composed of women, “ ladies ” 
eveu crow ding into and filling th e jury-liox, 
and encroaching ujion th e space reserved 
for th e bar. 
I t is one of th e m ysteries 
th a t women 
should m anifest such ab­ 
norm al and bad taste. 
T he supposition 
would n atu rally be th a t women of refine­ 
m ent, m odesty, and retaining a due sense 
of th e proprieties, w ould turn w ith lo ath ­ 
ing from contem jilation of such a char­ 
acter as tliat of “ Big B ertha." 
B ut the 
experiences of police officers agree th a t 
th e earliest and most constant sym pa­ 
thizers w ith great crim inals, those who 
exalt th e offender into som ething lik e the 
heroic realm , are women. - Doubtless the 
n aturally sym pathetic 
tem peram ent 
of 
women, coupled witli th e curiosity th a t is 
sujiposed to be a characteristic of th e sex, 
and th at 'ove of the chivalrous th at in its 
abnorm al m anifestations exalts even a bold 
crim inal into th e ajiotbeosis of courage, 
account for th e strange attraction such as 
th e condem ned and th e notoriously lawless 
have for women.

Convention, 1888,” 
In the center appears 
the great seal of the State. 
On the reverse 
side is the m otto, “ A m erican Labor and 
lu dustry Shall Be Protected.” 
In the cen­ 
ter are two shields, uoou w hich are .left 
oval blank spaces, in w hich vignettes of the 
candidates will be painted «as soon as they 
are nom inated. 
T he banner is fringed 
w ith heavy gold lace. 
It is an artistic 
piece of w ork and cost $250. 
T he golden badges with w hich the m em ­ 
bers are provided are neat and appropriate. 
It consists of a sm all coin-shaped piece of 
m etal, on w hich is inscribed “N ational 
R epublican Convention, 1888.” D epending 
from this by two sm all chains is a cross­ 
bar, on w hich is lettered “California” in 
red enam el, and from w hich hangs a sm all 
bear.

The second was a running race, one and 
one-eighth miles, handicap, for all ages, 
with Idaletie Cotton 93 pounds, Leon 90, 
I)ave Douglas 95, Carmen 90, Oro 80. 
Iu 
scoring for the start Oro became unm an­ 
ageable and ran around the track twice, his 
rider not being strong enough to hold him. 
Carmen won handily iu 1:575, the other 
horses finishing in the following order: 
Douglas, Cctton, Leon, Oro. Oro could 
not be pulled up at the score and ran 
around the track again.

The Democracy assembled at the Clunie 
Opera House on Saturday night about five 
hundred strong fo jubilate over the nom­ 
ination of Cleveland and Thurm an. Quite 
a large number of ladies occupied seats in 
the dress circle. Bonfires were burning at 
the comer of Eighth and N inth streets, 
near K, and the H ussar band attracted a 
crowd by some very fine music in front of 
the Opera House. 
It was half-past 8 o’clock when M. J.

Judge Armstrong came upon the stage 
and was greeted with warm applause. He 
said that in the coming campaign aggre­ 
gated capital, trusts and syndicates would 
be arrayed on one fide and the people on 
the other. T he Roman Republic was a 
good illustration of the power of wealth 
for evil. It bad only existed a short time 
when the legislation was all for the rich. 
Then the Republic crum bled'to pieces and 
upon its ruins a despotism arose, worse 
than any in modern times. Allen G. T h u r­ 
man, in all of his public acts, had always 
been on the side of the people. 
It was to 
he hoped that the people would be found 
011 the side of Cleveland and Thurm an. 
The mention of Thurm an’s name was a 
signal for applause. 


H O N . JA M ES H . BVDD, 
Of Stockton, ex-Member of Congress, was 
the next speaker, and really made the only 
speech of the evening having anv political 
significance. H e defined the position of 
the Democratic party ou the tariff ques­ 
tion. It had been charged that the Demo­ 
cratic party was a party of free trade. Such 
was not the case. It was a party of tariff 
reform. 
[Applause.] 
Grover Cleveland, 
himself, in his message to Congress, had 
declared that the cry of free trade was 
totally irrelevant and had 110 place in the 
issues of this campaign. There was a dis­ 
tinction 
drawn, and one that 
should 
he drawn, between free trade absolute and 
tariff reform—between tariff reform and 
protection itself, as protection. The doc­ 
trine of the Democratic party for years had 
been tariff for revenue only, ft was on 
that doctrine they had elected Samuel J. 
Tilden as President of the United States. 
It was on that doctrine the party had stood 
since the days of Jackson, and upon which 
it would stand unto the end. On the 
other hand, a few of the Republican party 
were in favor of what is known as protec­ 
tion, per sc, outside of tariff reform. 
W hen the war came on itbecam ce neces­ 
sary to raise millions of dollars for the pur­ 
pose of setting armies in the field and 
carrying on the operations of the Govern­ 
ment. 
In 1860or 1861 a tariff bill was in­ 
troduced and passed by Congress for the 
purpose of raising these large sum s of 
money. It was known as the Morrill bill, 
and was amended again and again as the 
necessity for more money arose. Income, 
excise and tariff taxes were piled up. The 
war ended. Of coure there was interest to 
pay upon the bonds and the bonds to be 
paid off. But with the ending of the war 
did not come the ending of the high taxe9. 
It had become the policy of some men who 
had engaged iu a certain industry to go to 
Congress and say : “ Don’t allow anjbodv 
to compete with m e; let me hog the whole 
thin g ;” and immediately, if he was a big 
man, or interested witli other big men, a 
syndicate was formed and a tariff1 was placed 
upon his goods, and no one was allowed to 
compete w ith him, except in the United 
States, and th e chances were that he bad 
already 
secured 
a monopoly 
of the 
article. 
Then 
another 
man 
would 
come 
in and want 
his 
article pro­ 
tected. 
He would have some strength 
and would threaten the first man with 
the repeal of the tariff on his goods if 
he was not protected also. He was taken 
into the combination, and thus it grew to 
be so 6trong that a tariff was placed upon 
thousands of things that did not need pro­ 
tection at all, ar.d the people were taxed 
worse than in war times. Every article 
that the artisan puts his band to is taxed 
beyond measure. Ever}- article that you 
wear is taxed to death. 
A man who did not belong to this syndi­ 
cate, who had an article that really ought 
to be protected, would go before CoDgress 
and the members would say ; “ To whom 
do you belong ?” [laughter] and if he was 
a small manufacturer he would be placed 
low down ou the tariff, if he was p.aced 
there at all. By such means as this 


A N U N EQ U A L T A R IF F 
Grew up. The rich were protected, while 
the man of small means or the sm all man­ 
ufacturer was not given any protection, or 
if any a very small percentage. The peo­ 
ple of the United States had protested 
against this, and even President A rthur, in 
one ot his messages to Congress, had said 
that the tariff list must be amended and the 
tax taken off the people. 
A tariff commis­ 
sion was appointed and recommended a 
reduction of the tariff in a report of four 
volumes, but CoDgress, year after year, re 
fused to perm it any proper tariff law. 
The speaker said that he did not favor 
free trade. 
He 
believed in protecting 
such articles as needed it and could be pro­ 
tected within the revenue limit, such as 
wool, raisins and prunes. Andrew Jack 
son himself voted for the tariff bill of 
1828. B ut with the Democratic party it 
was always within the 
revenue limit, 
but with the Republican party it was al­ 
ways w ithin the monopoly limit. 
He had 
opposed the Morrison bill because he did 
not believe that twenty per cent, off ine­ 
qualities would make them any more 
equal. He was in favor of rescaling the 
tariff. T hat was the position of Grover 
Cleveland. 
[A pplause] 
The President 
had demanded of Congress a revision of 
the tariff'; that the unequal burdens be 
taken off the people. The resnlt was the 
Mills bill, which, though by no means per­ 
fect, was a step in the rigbt'direction. 
He closed his remarks with the following 
anecdote, which elicited a storm of applause: 
He said that on the night before he ad­ 
dressed a ratification meeting at Stiiekton. 
After the meeting he met a Republican 
friend, who said : 
‘•Jim , didn't you hear about that dog 
drowning him self in the slough? 
“ No. what about it ?’’ 
“ Well, he was a sheep dog, and he was 
up here and heard your speech, and. think­ 
ing there would be 110 further use for him, 
in this country, he went down to the slough 
and drowned himself.” 
“ You say he was a shepherd dog?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ Did he have a collar on?-’ 
“ Yes.” 
“ And a tag?'’ 
“ Yes.’’ 
“ Well, m y friend, you are mistaken 
about that dog. H e belongs to me and is a 
retriever. He went into the slough to re­ 
trieve a duck and forgot to take off his 
collar and tag. The taxes on him were so 
heavy that they drowned him .' 
JcnoE kerb, 
Of Colorado, the next speaker, was a good 
talker, and delivered a speech th at pleased 
the audience immensely. H e objected to 
the R ecord U nion s reference to the history 
of the Democratic party in connection with 
the war. and said that such things ought to 
B eaded wraps to order on installm ents be forgotten and never referred to.
